Andafter ail, let us examine the Affiir 
of our prefent News, which fome would 
fay is dwindled away 3 I fee nothing little 
in it, nothing for which the Guns thould 
not be fir’d, or Bonfires made: Let us fee 
the Particulags ; the Siege of Bruffels rais’d, 
jot whey ‘the Town wag at the Point of 
Capitulgting ; the Frens& fled with Dif 
grace, leavicg Part of their Gannon behind, 
and all their wounded Men; the Paffage of 
the Scheld open’d, and all the formidable 
Intrenchments of the. Enemy abandon’d, 
and the Blockade of our Army, which they 
boafted fo much of, rais’d; the Way for 
our Convoys af Provifiopand Ammunition to 
Lifle, webich fo. much Stir:bas been rais’d about, 
open’d——And ail this at one bold March, 
without aoy Fighting, not 200 Men kill’d, 
nor our Army put to any Jnconvenicace— 
Is not this worth accepting, worth rejoycing 
for? Look you, Gentlemen, Ii undertake 
to fhew you twice the Joy. on. the French 
Sde, fur half the Advantage at any time— 
On the other hand, give us fuch another 
Advantage over .them, aod we'will not be 
atham'd of making Bonfires again. 

Wa have nothing to be afham’dof, but 
this horrid Way of bullying the Nation, 
fTunning up the Expetations of the People 
to great Things, as if ic were on purpofe 
ta make thematham’d afterwards, and by 
filing our Heads with Noife of Viorics 
we da rut gain, leffening the B&eem we 
ouget ta bave for thofe we have gain’d. 
1 have often thought thishas been a F.te-bite 
Plot to expofe us, and make our Enemies 
Jaug) at us, to draw us into the Polly they 
themfelves are guilty of, and then by fhew- 
ing how weare baulk’d, make us afham’d, 
dead-hesrted and difcontented Was 
there ever fuch a new-fafhion’d Way of 
rubbing off a Vidory We are firt 
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jingled intoa mighty Rumour, and rejoyce 


for what we have not——-Then we come t0 
he unhook’d again in the middle of our 
Joy, and this chagrins our Countenances, 
and we can’t fo much as {mile at what we 
have, for want of what we have not

to the great Counci} of the Nation, that they, — 


would take into their ferious Confiderae 
tion ta regulate or entirely fupprefs the 
prefent Crowd of Papers, that peter the 
World, and plague us with eternal Divie 
fions 3 that impofe upon us in publick Ace 
counts, and pur the Nation to Shame. And 
do not be angry, Gentlemen, that a Bro- 
ther imthe Work of Scribling makes this 
Motion ; I amg contenc tofet the whole 
Number ftand eogether, and let tt-> ufclefs,. 
the deceiving, the falfe Relster, the Con- 
tentious, the Flatterer, the Forger, the 
Furious, the Implacable, let them all die 
the Death of a Criminal, be fuppref’d,. 
whether it be Review, Rebearfil, 0 'fervator, 
News-Writer, News-Printer, or by what- 
fuever Names ye are diftinguith’d, and-let 
the Parliament put Limits to the Pen, de- 
termine both what is fit to be wrote, aad 
who is fit to write it. 

This would put an End ta the Paper- 
War, which.has now held Pace with the 
War abroad, in which fo many terrible Bat- 
tles have been fought, and the 24 Letters 
have been fhot from fide to fide, with fuch 
Fury like Bombs, blowing up Tiyth, Re- 
putation, Parties and Canfes, withour Re- 
gard to Age, Sex or Condition.

Pardon has not one Word of Truth in it— 
It may be true, and this is no Part of his 
Concern, that there are fome Parifhes in 
Scotland, where the Lairds being Facobire 
or Epif.opal, the People are fo tou, by the 
natural Subjeétioa of chat poor Nation, cto 
the petty Tyranny of the G-utry 3 tho’ to 
fay there are Parifhes where chey are ail 
Epifiopzl, and have not one Presbyterian 
among them, is more than he can prove, 
EXCEPT in fome cark Corners of the 
Highlands, where, Many Thanks to the Care 
of the Epifcopal Church when it was uppermoft, 
no Concera was ever fhewa to fpread the 
Knowledge of Chrift among them, and they 
know neither GOD nar Devil, Religion or 
Worhhip, Presbyterian or Epifcopal 
Of bic and the Care now taking to plant 
Religion among them, I {ball fpeak bereafter. 


But to fay, : 
1, That there are whole Parifhes, where 


the People cannot in Confcience joyn with 
the Presbyterians, or receive the Sacrament 
at their Hands, and where there is not one 
Presbyt:rian among them—isfalfe in Fa& ; 
and I fhall prove, that even in thofe Places 
where they have moft furioufly rabbled the 
Presbyterian Minifters, the Gentlemen have 
been dre(s’d up like Servants, and 4-l¢-mobb 
in Difguife to make op and excite the 
Rabbles, and the poor Women made furious 
at the Command of their Saperiors have 
been brought intotheir Crowds, the com- 
moa People in general being willing enough 
to receive the Minifters, and not at ail in- 
clin’d to the Vivlences offer’d them, and in 
the Story of the Rabbles of Dingwall, and 
others, this has all been legally prov’d. 

2. To fay, there has been norbing o 
Force in the Cafe, Rebearfal, Vol. 4.

1. Thisismore than ever the Epifwo 
Minifters in Scosdand pretend tos thofe 
Gentlemen have more Modefty and more 
Honefty; and as I have had the Honour to. 
difcourfe with fome of them on this Head, 
their Anfwer has been to this Purpole, 
and I fhail be very careful not to iojace 
them in the Repitition. 

“* That they have always taken Care to 
“ fhow their peaceable Difpofition to the 
** Government, that-it is aot their Princj- 
“* ple to difturb the Peace, or ufe Violence, 
“ they only {eek their Liberty ; that as to 
** in‘ruding into Churches, rabbling, €Sc. 
“ it has bec# only in remote Parts, where 
‘© che Presbyterians have not Tutus Arce 
** where the People are aver fe tochem, an 
‘“* where if the Lairds did rot put ia Mini- 
** fters, they would have no Body copreach 
“ tothem ; but that this ought not to be 
** Jaid to the Door of the Epifcopal Mis 
** nifters, anlefs it appeac’d, that they ju- 
“+ ftified thefe Things. 

This is far from the Boldnefs of this Aue 
thor, who far from mitigating the Offence, 
poficively denies the Faat, and declares 
there’s nothing of Force’ in the Cafe——. 

And 2.. I muft layit at his Door, thathe 
puts me to the Necefijty of expofing thofe 
Things which I had rather conceal, | mean 
of the Violence of the Epifcopal Rabbles ia 
Scotland, in oppofing the legally Eftablifh’d 
Minifters ; forfince he wil] have the whole 
Cafe out, he fhall have it from the Bottom. 

3. He boldly afferts, That the Holy Scrip- 
tures are feldom or never read in the publick 
Affemblies of the Presbyterian Church. Thijs 
again is fo notorivufly falf¢, that I need bue 
refer him to the Direétory or Order of 
Worbhip appointed by feveral Adts of gene- 
ral Affembly, aod the general uninterrupted

every Minifter is polfitively eojoyn’d, and 
atualy performs it, to read fome Chapter 
Oo; 


ot Pfilm’ in the Bible every 
afterto expound it, or Jefure upon is as they 


eallit, to the People; and this isfo aniver> ri 


fally praétifed even at this time in che 
Ghurch of Scotland, that l believe, he can- 
not name me one Presbyterian Minifter, 
that dares to omic, it in the whole Bounds of 
Norsh-Britain. 

4. Asboldly hefays, They have thrown the 
Lord’s-Prayer, and Glory to the Father, Sc. 
quite out of their Worfbip. This is as con- 
trary to Truth as the other, fince by a Vote 
of the Affembly, the eel dh not only 
had a general Conceffion publickly madeto 
it, asa Glorious Patternof Prayer sane 
aud very few of their Churches are.without 
it written up fairly upon theirjWalls, as in. 
England; but there isa particular Vote o 
the Affembly in Scotland recommending the 
publick Ufe of the Lord’s-Prayer to the 
Minifters—And as to the Gloria Patri, tho’ 
they do not ufe it, as the Epifcopal Clergy 
there do, neither do the Diffenters in Eng- 


tand ; yet, if it is effeétually. included 


in the general Doxologies-of all their Pray- 
ers—Asit evidently is—It is far then from 
Truth to fay, it ls quite thrown out of their 
Worhhip. 
After all, I would fain have Mr. Rebear- 
fal, fome time or other when his Leifure 
will permit, 6rthe Caufe will bear it, tell 
the World, how he and his Logical Couns 
try-man will reconcile thefe Proceedings of 
the Epifcopal Clergy in Scotland, to the 
DvGrine of Paffive-Obedience—And I am 
much afraidtor him, that when he attempts 
jt, he will find ic very hard to get over 
this Difficulty 3 thateither they are all Ja- 
cobites or, Rebels, either they difown the 
QUEEN’s Government, and fo “he grants 
what will be the uahappy Foundation of 
coo Rrong an Argument againft him; or 
tbat if they own the Government, {and 
“ave taken the Oaths, then the Doétrine ef 
Waflive- Obedience is blafphem’d by them, 
and turn’d to a fenfelefs inccniiftent Jeft, as 
it really is ia its (-Af.
